TWO THOUSAND OSTEOPATHS
TO MEET IN CONCLAVE.

The greatest international conclave
of physicians ever held will assemble
at the Bellevue-Stratfor- d, Philadel-
phia, the first week in August. It is
officially the annual convention of
the American Osteopathic Associa-
tion, but as there is no European or-

ganization, this society acts as a
world tribunal. Osteopathy is now
forty years old, and the practitioners
number seven thousand.

The most spectacular feature of the
coming convention will be a big bus-
iness clinic held by Dr. James A. Ed-
wards, of St. Louis, the famous dis-
coverer of the new Osteopathic cure
of catarrhal deafness. He will dem-
onstrate his new technique upon a
number of patients who have been
pronounced incurable by the classic
methods of the specialists of the old
school. His method consists of
"finger surgery." It is an adaption of
the famous bloodless surgery to the
throat, and is all done with the finger
inside the month, and without instru-
ments. It is analogous to the re-
nowned operation performed upon
Lolita Armour.

Edwards found that the most com-
mon kind of deafness in America is
that type caused by catarrh. This is
the only kind which this treatment
will cure. He discovered that in
these cases the deafness was caused
by adhesions of, the little air tube
connecting the throat and the ear and
by impediment to the draining of this
tube. With the finger alone the
trained Osteopath is able in most cas-

es to partly correct this condition so
that some portion of the hearing is
restored. He and his associates have

several thousand cases and
port cures and partial cures in about
half of them. This does not mean
that half of the deaf people can be
helped, but that half of those who are
deaf from this cause only.

D. Webb Granberry, member of the
Board of Registration in Medicine in
New Jersey. ,

ham, Ala., President of the Associa-
tion, will preside, at the session.

Dr. Harry W. Forbes, President of
the Los .Angeles College of Ostepathy,
will present an original contribution
on disturbed circulation to tlle-lov- .'',

vention will be the report of the Re
search Institute, by Dr. John Deacon
of Chicago, the director. Research
institutions established in other
schools of practice are founded an?
supported by constributions from ph
lantropists who are laymen, but thi ,
is the only in the world founde
and financed entirely from the privat
incomes of practitioners.
